Fuesday the Last Tragic Scene in the 
Sensational Case Will Be Enacted 
In the Town Where the Mur- 
derer Was Convicted.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 15.—Dues- 
trow, the millionaire is now 
clearly within the shadow of the gallows. 

At 10:20 o’clock this morning Gov. Steph- 
ens announced that he would not interfere 
in the case. This means that Duestrow 
must hang to-morrow. The Governor’s de- 
cision was made public immediately after 
the receipt of a telegram from Drs. Wood- 
gon, Combs and Robinson, the experts who 
went to St. Louis to examine Duestrow as 
to his mental condition. 

The telegram, which was in the nature of 
@ brief report, was to the effect that Dues- 
trow is not insane. 

Dr. Robinson, however, dissented from 
this opinion, and is of the belief that Dues- 
trow is not in sound mental condition. 

Gov. Stephens acted on the majority re- 
port, which was signed by Drs. Woodson 
and Combs, both of wnom are rated as 
skilled experts in determining cases of in- 
ganity. 

Charles Noland of the Duestrow counsel, 
who has been here several days in the in- 
terests of his client, was notified of the 
Governor's decision by telephone. 

It now eppears that every resource has 
been exhausted and there is not a single 
ray of hope between Duestrow and the 
gibbet.

To the Post-Dispatch correspondent Gov. 
Stephens said: 

“I refused to interfere in the Duestrow 
case for the reason that I am assured by a 
majority of the lunacy commission that the 
condemned murderer is not insane. Two of 
the expert physicians say that he is sane, 
while the third member entertains a con- 
trary opinion. This is two against one in 
the matter of skilled judgment, and all 
there is for me to do is to abide by the 
decision of the majority. I want it under- 
stood that I have faith in the wisdom and 
integrity of our Supreme Court. In my 
mind there remains not a single legal point 
to be debated. I only wanted to determine 
the sanity of the murderer, and now that I 
@m satisfied as to that particular, I can see 
no reason to warrant me in interfering 
with the mandate of the Supreme Court. I 
believe our courts should be sustained, and 
it is not and will not be my policy to break 
Gown Supreme Court decisions on any 
slight pretext. I could not reconcile my 
conacience were I to allow an insane man 


to be hanged, but I am assured that Dues- 
trow is not Insane.”

DOCTORS PUZZLED AT THE MAN’S 
QUEER AFFLICTION. 


HE LOOKS LIKE TWO PERSONS.

One Side of His Body That of a Dwarf 
and the Other a. 
Giant’s. 


O. 8S. Chaney of 815 Bremen avénue is de- 
veloping into a freak and there seems to be 
no medication for his strange malady. 

His left side is shriveling to the propor- 
tions of a dwarf, while the Night Is attain- 
ing abnormal size, attracting, nourishment 
from the rest of the body. His appearance 
suggests the presence of two bodies in one. 

Chaney is a day laborer, and about two 
weeks ago was forced to give up work on 
account of a strange weakening in the 
joint of his right shoulder. This has in- 
creased until his right arm has become 
helpless, while the shoulder began swelling 
rapidly’ He became alarmed and con- 
sulted Dr. Randall at the North Side Dis- 
pensary. 

An examination showed the entize upper 
portion of the right side of the body was 
greatly enlarged. ‘The right scapular, or 
shoulder blade, was swollen fo twice its 
natural size. No signs of inflammation or 
degeneration of the bone were found. On 
the contrary, the attraction to it from all 
the neighboring tissues seemed perfectly 
natural, The right side is now much larger 
than the best developed body. 

The case is a puzzle to the physicians 
Nothing like it is on record, nor has a case 
ever been reported in that part of the body. 
Abnormal] swelling of the bones of the lower 
limbs are not infrequent, usually resulting 
from injury. 

Chaney suffers no pain and can report no 
blow on the shoulder. The physicians fear 
the scapular may rot, and cost the patient 
his life, but no signs of this are yet appar- 
ent. ‘ 

Dr. Randall says he is developing into a 
“natural freak,”” with none of the organs 
or tissues diseased,

‘ANOTHER WEEK 
OF LAWMAKING. 


LEGISLATIVE MILL RESUMES AC- 
TIVE OPERATIONS. 


THE WARD ASSESSMENT BILL. 


And Many Other Important Measures 
to Come Up for Final Pass- 
age Soon. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 15.—The 
Thirty-ninth General Assembly of Missour! 
is now a little more than half way along in 
the session—unless it should happen that 
the legislators tarry on the “dollar-a-day 
plan” after the expiration of the allotted 
seventy days. And it is not likely that 
they will prolong the lawmaking much be- 
yond the limit. 

The House convened this afternoon, and 
the Senate end of the lawmaking mill start- 
ed operations an hour later. Several bills 
of vital importance are on the calendar for 
third reading and final passage. Probably 
the most important measure now coming up 
for passage is the Ward bill providing for 
the proper assessment and taxation of 
street railways in St. Louls and Kansas 
City. This bill will be called up for pas- 
sage in the House probably late this after- 
noon or early to-morrow. The House has 
a habit now of prolonging the sessions each 
day until a late hour—sometimes so late 
that the lights have to be turned on. This 
is taken as evidence that there is a general 
disposition to accomplish something. The 
leading advocates of the street railway as- 
sessment bill, including its author, say they 
realize the necessity of prompt action in 
securing the passage of the bill in the 
House, and an effort is being made to keep 
it ahead ‘of Senator Lancaster's Senate bill 
relating to the Board of Equalization. 
There seems to be no doubt that the Ward 
bill will pass the House, although there 
may be some spirited opposition to it when 
it is called up. Mr. Ward and his sup- 
porters are watching this, and are ready to 
meet any argument that may be produced. 
The Dunn street car fare reduction Dill 
for St. Louis is another measure that will 
be heard from during the early part of this 
week. The “Post-Dispatch correspondent 
talked with Speaker Farris about this bill 
last night. “T have no doubt that the 
House will pass the Dunn bill,”’ said Speak- 
er Farris, ‘“‘provided it is brought before it, 
I am gratified to know that there is a pre- 
ponderance of sentiment on the right side 
of every question, among the members of 


Touching the constitutionality of the bill 
to reduce street car fares in St. Louis, 
Speaker Farris stated without reserve that 
there was no ground whatever upon which 
to base the supposition that the measure is 
unconstitutional. In addition to being a 
legislator of vast experience and a man of 
excellent judgment 6n public questions. 
Speaker Farris is a competent lawyer, and 
his decision as to the constitutionality of 
the bill in question fully explodes the fal- 
lacy that has laid hold upon some of the 
members of the Committee on Internal Im- 
provements, by which the Dunn bill was 
slaughtered. epresentative Dyer will in- 
sist that the Dunn bill be brought before 
the House at the earliest possible moment.

TOBACCO IN USE. 


WILLIAM CAMERON OF RICH. 
MOND SAYS SO. 


NOT FIGHTING THE TRUST. 


The Virginia Tobacco King Discusses 
the Trade and the Effect of 
War on It. 


—_—— 


The presence in St. Louis of William 
Cameron of Cameron & Cameron of Rich- 
mond, Va., tobacco firm, has revived the 
rumor that a combine is to be formed to 
fight the American Tobacco Company, bet- 
ter known as the Tobacco Trust. 

Mr. Cameron arrived Sunday, accompa- 
nied by Mr. Falk, the New York agent of 


the firm. . 
They were met on their arrival by E. C. 


Strauss, their local agent. Sunday night 
they were in conference with several loca} 


tobacco men. 
When seen by a Post-Dispatch reporter 


Monday morning Mr. Cameron denied that 
he was here to become a party to any com- 
bine against the trust. 

“The visit of myself and Mr, Falk,”’ he 
said, “is purely a business one. We have 
met some St. Louis tobacco men, but noth- 
ing was said about forming a combine. 


Our firm fights the trust in a business way 
right along though we are all on friendly 
terms with Maj. Ginter, the head of the 
American Tobacco Company. 

“T go not think the manufacturers here 
are preparing to unite their interests against 
the trust. I understand that such a com- 
bine is now being formed in Ohio, though 
I know nothing about its nature or its 
strength. : 

‘We are not connected with the American 
Tobacco Company in any way, yet we are 
not going out of our way to fight it, ex- 
cept to compete with it in a business way. 

“On our present trip we are making a 
general review of what the trade conditions 
are over the country. From here we were 
to have gone to San Francisco, but have 
decided to make a tour of the South before 
going to the Pacific coast, 

‘‘We have found trade rather quiet every- 
where, but conditions are promising.” 

Mr. Cameron was asked whether the ef- 
fect of the Cuban war on thé tobacco trade 
had been as serious as reported. 

“T think it has been more marked than 
most people realize,””’ he said. “From per- 
sonal observation during my trip I think I 
can safely say that there is not an ounce 
of clear Havana tobacco being used to make 
cigars in the United States, 

“The present output consists of cigars 
made of seed Havana tobacco, that is, to- 
bacco grown in this country from seed ob- 
tained in Cuba. 

“The seed tobacco has the flavor of the 
Havana grown article, but is not as strong 
and does not retain its flavor so long. 

“If the war continues the effect on the 
cigar trade must be disastrous. People will 
learn to do without the Havana cigar, and 
the market for that grade will die out. 

“As to the threatened Turkish war, I do 
not think that it would have so far-reaching 
effect. Most of the Turkish tobaceo used 
here is grown in the northern part of Tur- 

ey. The war would, however, certainly 
curtail the supply of Turkish tobacco for 
cigarettes, if it should last long, 

“The famine and plague in India have 
been a severe blow to tobacco exporters. 
Our firm did a large business in India before 
the famine, but we have quit shipping there, 
India is one of the best markets for Ameri- 
can tobacco, At present it is closed against

Material for the Trocha Comes From 
the United States. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 15.—Richard Harding 
Davis, in a letter to the Journal describing 
the Spanish trocha in the eastern end of 
Cuba, says: 

“What impressed me the most concerning 
it was the fact that eve bit of material 
used in the construction of this backbone of 
the Spanish defense, the strategic post of 
all their operations, their chief hope of 
success against the revolutionists was fur- 
nished them by their despised and hated 
enemies in the United States.

turers in the United States. 


OPTIMISTIC SPANIARDS. 


Confident That the American Govern- 
ment Backs the Reform Scheme, 


LONDON, Feb. 15.—A dispatch to the 
Times from Madrid says the morning papers 
publish the most optimistic reports concern- 
ing the attitude of the United States Govern. 
ment. It is stated that the Duke of

Sheriff Peter Kerth has all preparations 
completed. The “bridge of sighs’’ between 
the Clayton Court-house and jail, from 
which the law’s victims are swung off tnto 
eternity, was boarded off from public gaze. 
The rope has been tested, the trap 1s in 
good working order. There is nothing now 
but the last long night on earth. At day- 
break the death warrant will be read. 
Within an hour the dead bodies of the boy 
and the negro will be lying in state in the 
Court-house corridor. a spectacle for the 
morbid inhabitants of St. Louls County. 

“Cottenhead’ Schmidt, Sam Foster and 
John Schmidt were the holiday attraction 
at Clayton Sunday. There was a stream of 
visitors all day. to see the condemned men. 
They were annoyed greatly and it was no 
wonder that Monday morning they called 
in Sheriff Kerth and made a last dying re 

‘quest that no one be admitted to s@e them 
except members of their families. 

During the afternoon Rev. 8S. Howard 
Smith, Field Secretary of the St Louis 
County Sunday Schoo! Association, with 
several young ladies from Clayton, he'd a 
religious service in whf&h the condemned 
men participated. 

After the crowd had gone the murderers 
held a song service of their own. Some cone 
Sent a violin in to Zacharias W. Harvey, 
who {is under five years’ sentence for as- 
saulting imma North. Harvey Fas a fine 
voice and with the a’d of his fiddle kept 
the jail {n a melodious uproar. After sup- 
per the condemned men grew serious and 
read their Bibles. They tirea of this after 
a while and Sheriff Keath sent them in a 
pack of cards. 

“They stayed un until 5 o’clock this morn- 
ing,”’ said the Sheriff, “plavinge cards or 
reading their Bibles,” He did not seem im- 
proses with the iucongruity of the situa- 

on. 


It was after 10 o'clock when ‘“‘Cottonhead” 
and Foster awoke Monday. Their slumbers 
were disturbed by the sound of saws and 
hammers in the hands of workmen on the 
scaffold. It wasn't a pleasant awakening, 
and it sobered them. They asked that no 
one be admitted, and then turned to their 
Ribles. After awhile Harvey waked up and 
the song «service was recommenced. John 
and “Cottonhead” Schmidt, Foster and Har-

TWENTY-SIXTH WARD FIGHTS. 


The Question of Gold ard Silver Still 
Cuts a Figure in Precinct 
Rivalries. 


-_--—- 


Democrats are anxiously awaiting the set- 
tlement of the contests over the election of 
Precinct Committeemen. The Committee on 
Privileges and Elections finished the taking 
of testimony Saturday night, and Tuesday 
afternoon it will meet in Given Campbell's 
office, in the Bank of Commerce building, 


to make its decisions. 

The complex questions over the irregulari- 
ties in the First and Nineteenth Wards may 
cause some trouble and the committee may 
not finish its labors before Wednesday n ght 

It is expected that the Committee on Priv- 
fleges and Elections will be ready to re- 
port not later than Thursday night. At any 
rate, Chairman Devoy will probably call a 
meeting of the City Execulive Committee 
for some day this week to hear the report 
on the election of Precinct Committeemen. 

The general opinion seems to be that the 
whole committee will not reverse any de- 
cisions made by the Committee on Privi- 
leges and Elections. 

t is generally believed that the committee 
will practically turn down Col. Ed Butler's 
men in the First and Nineteenth W ards. 
James J. Butler’and one or two other Butler 
committeemen will be seated in the First, 
and three or four Butler men in the Nine- 
teenth, it is said. 


“Well, if they give us only three or four 
men in each ward they might as well give 
us nothing, and turn us down altogether, 
said James J. Butler, as he stood in his 
theater and heard a comedian sing ‘There 
Are Others.”’ 

“T say that the precinct committeemen 
elected by Alderman Cronin’s ‘push’ in the 
First Ward are not entitled to their seats, 
because their alleged election was a farce. 
Meetings were not held in some places by 
them,and in places where meetings were held 
the proceedings were over before 8 o’clock, 
the legal hour for calling them to order. 

‘Therefore, if one Cronin Committeeman 
is thrown out all of them ought to be thrown 
out. The Butler forces held meetings on 
the sidewalks at places where they were ex- 
cluded or could not find a mass-meeting in 
progress, and ,they elected precinct com- 
oiteemen dn regular form.

NEARLY FRAPPED 
THE WATCHMAN. 


TWO SAFE-BLOWERS ATTEMPT A 
DARING JOB IN ALTON. 


WORKED WITH GUNPOWDER. 


In the Meantime Fred Uffert, Locked 
in a Cold Storage Room, 
Shivered. 


Safe-blowers tried hard Sunday morning 
to rob the Alton Packing and Refrigerating 
Company, their work being marked with 
unusual boldness and deliberation. While 
they worked Fred Uffert, the night watch- 
man, shivered with chills in a cold storage 
room where the burglars had locked him up. 

Uffert was going his rounds about 2 
o’clock when he noticed a light in the com- 


pany’s office. He went in to see what was 
the cause, and he found out when two men 
greeted him with a stern command to keep 
quiet. Both men wore red handkerchiefs 
over their faces with holes cut for their 
eyes. As they gave Uffert the order to 
make no outcry they threw him to the floor 
and tied him with cords. 

“Stand up, now, and go before us!”’ they 
commanded. Then they marched,Uffert te 
the basement of the building and thrust 
him into a cold_storage vault. The tem- 
perature was uch below the freezing 
point, but the robbers had no pity on the 
overcoatless watchman. 

They returned leisurely to the office and 
getting out their toois began work in earn- 
est. First a hole was drilled in the large 
iron safe and this plugged up with a heavy 
charge of gunpowder. A fuse was attached 
and lighted, and then the men retreated for 
safety. The explosion came with a noise 
which fairly shook the building, the im- 
prisoned watchman declares, but the iron 
safe stood firm. 

Fearing the noise had aroused the neigh- 
borshood the burglars evidently were fright- 
ened away, as they did not make any fur- 
ther attempt to blow-off the door. It would 
have been well worth their while to make 
a second try, for.the safe had a goodly sum 
of money in its cash drawer, and not a soul 
in all Alton slept so lightly as to hear the 
report. 

In the meantime, poor Uffert was down- 
stairs feeling like he was in Iceland. He 
thrashed around his arctic prison and yelled 
like an Indian, but it did no good. He was 
almost a frozen corpse when the day watch. 
man arrived at 7 o’clock and released him 
and placed him on some steam pipes in the 
engine room to thaw out. 

The police who took up the case have not 
.been able to find the vaguest clue to the 
burglars. They think the men must have 
had an unusual knowledge of the building 
from the manner in which they found their 
way to the basement.

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KILLED HIMSELF 
POR A FAT SIREN 


THE MYSTERY OF CHARLES LES- 
LIE’S SUICIDE EXPLAINED. 


HE LOVED CLEO LINDELL. 


She Is Corpulent and Immoral, but He 
Had a Grand Passion 
for Her. 


When Charles Leslie, a grocer at Twenty- 
first and Wash streets, died of morphine 
poisoning Saturday, no one could assign a 
cause for it. No bottle or box that had con- 
tained poison could be found, and it was 
thought death was due to an accident. 

It has developed that the man killed him- 
self deliberately while drunk, after having 
gone to a disreputable house to say good- 
bye to the woman with whom he was in- 
fatuated. He said he was unhappy and 
wanted to die, . 

The woman who supplanted Mrs. Leslie 
in her husband’s affections is Cleo Lindell, 
an inmate of Lillie Phillips’ establishment 
on Chestnut street. She is said to have 
some of the accompHshments of the woman 
who captured Anthony, and whose name she 
bears, but she is somewhat shy on the 
charms of which the bards have sung. She 
is blonde, naturally or otherwise, fat, and 
of uncertain years. She would not be picked 
out of a crowd as the woman who would 
drive a man to suicide because she did not 
reciprocate the affection lavished upon her, 

Leslie had been visiting the Lindell woman 
for over a year, and some of his visits had 
been of a highly sensational character. Once 
he came in, drunk, and proposed to the 
woman that they die together. H's corpu- 
lent inamorata could not size up the situa- 
tion that way. She went upon the time- 
honored principle that ‘‘there are others,” 
and she preferred living for the others to 
dying for him. Leslie flew into a rage, and 
declared he would kill the woman and then 
himself. He drew a revolver, but the wo- 
man fied. She did not put in her appear- 
ance again until the people in the house 
had disarmed Leslie. 

In the course of time all of these doings 
reached the ears of Mrs. Leslie, and she 
went to the house to beg the woman to re- 
lease her hold upon her husband. This the 
Lindell er promised to do, and the propri- 
etress of the place assured Mrs. Leslie that 
she would see that the couple did not meet 
in her house. Leslie promised to reform, 
and as a token of good faith he took the 
Keeley cure. 

The Lindell woman was not willing to 
give up a good thing without an effort, and 
she wrote Leslie a note a few days after 
his wife had been at the house, requesting 
him to call. He did so, but the woman who 
ran the place had some compunctions 
against breaking up a home, and refused 
to allow the couple to remain in the house. 
Leslie .eft, and in a few days went to Chi- 
cago. He took Cleo with him. 

he couple returned only a few*days be- 
a Leslie’s death, and he began drinking 
again. 

uring the last week he was on a spree 
and. was a familiar sight in the “Bad 
Lands.”’ He landed at the Phillips’ wom- 
an’s place about 2 o’clock Saturday morn- 
ing. He said he had come to tell Cleo 
good-bye, as he intended to kill himself. 
Cleo was not in, and others about the house 
made an effort to “‘jolly’’ Leslie into a nor- 
mal state of mind. It did no good, how- 
ever, and at 3 o’clock a hack was called and 
Leslie sent home escorted by one of the 
girls. It had always been the custom to 
guard him to his home in this manner. This 
Was not on account of any especial interest 
in Mr. Leslie, but he was married and the 
landlady, who is wise in her generation, ab 
Ways sees that married men of her ac- 
quaintance get home before morning. Their 
wives are kept in ignorance by this move, 
and do not say_things which would have a 
tendency to keep hubby away from the 
place in the future. 

As a usual thing Leslie was guarded by a 
colored maid, but Saturday morning he was 
the charge of Jennie Oliver, one of the 
boarders. 

Leslie told her she was the last person 
.who would talk with him, as he intended to 
kill himself. He had a revolver in his 
pocket and refused to give it to the girl. 

When the corner of Twenty-first and Mor- 
gan was reached, the cab was stopped. 
Leslie stepped out, after giving the gir] 
some good advice, and walked away, say- 
ing: “‘Tell Cleo that I love her.”’ 

At the same time he drew a bottle from 
his pocket. The girl feared that it was 
poison and she called to him. He paid no 
attention to her, and the cab driver was 
sent after him. Leslie returned with the 
Criver, hiding the, bottle in the pocket of 
his overcoat. The'fgirl asked him what he 
had and he said nothing. That was the 
only explanation he would give, and he 
was allowed to go. The gir] followed in the 
cab, keeping about 100 feet behind him. 
She saw him enter the door leading to his 
apartments, and then drove away. 

Leslie went into the room which he and 
his son Occup’ed and retired. Later in the 
morning t’ child and Mrs. Leslie, who oc- 
cupied a adjoining apartment, were 
awakened y Leslie’s heavy breathing. 
They made an effort to arouse him, but could 
,not. The services of a physician were se- 
cured, but did no good. slie was taken to 
the City Hospital, where he died five min- 
utes after his arrival. His wife was heart- 
broken, and could assign no reason for the 
euicide. She thinks the poison was taken by

THE MAN WAS HIS. FRIEND. 


“Butch” Wagner Refused the Com- 
mand and the Devoted Chum 
May Be Punished.

The 
jailer was at supper, when Budde and a 
man who accompanied him were shown 
into the parlor. Vhen Wagner went in to 
see what was wanted, Budde said: 

“T want you to turn John Herman over to 
me immediately.” 

“Where is your order?’ said the Jailer, 
with visions of bold escapes passing before 
his mind. 

“Here!” said the Deputy Sheriff, showing 
his badge. 

‘That ain’t no order at all,’‘ said Butch. 

“You refuse me?’ asked Budde, 

“Of course I do,’’ said Wagner. ‘“Get an 
order from Capt. Heubler or Sheriff Troll, 
and then maybe [’ll think about it.”’ 

“We shall go and see Billy about it and 
make trouble for you,’’ said Budde, 

“Who is Billy?” asked Butch. 

“Billy Zachritz,’’ said Budde. 

“Oh, you mean Judge Zachritz. 

, £0 ahead.”’ 

Budde and his companion went off making 
all sorts of threats against the Jailer, who 
finished his supper and took a short nap. 
Then he looked up the record on Herman 
and found he was a witness before the 
Grand-Jury who had been locked up, so that 
he could be found when wanted. Ascer- 
taining this the Jailer gave strict orders 
not to let him out at all on anybody’s order 
until the Grand-Jury was heard from. 

Jailer Wagner says Budde was very inso- 
lent and loud and talked as if he were under 
the influence of liquor. He says he cannot 
account for his strange conduct any other 
way. 
From the jail Budde hunted up Chief 
Deputy Sheriff Huebler, who has charge 
of the Four Courts end of the Sheriff's 
office. Budde wanted an order for the im- 
mediate release of Herman. 

Chief Deputy Hyebler not only refused 
to give the order, but gave Budde a good 
hard dressing down for interfering in mat- 
ters which were no concern of his and for 
trying to use his official position for per- 
sonal ends. Then the friendly deputy gave 
up the attempt and went away. Up to noon 
Monday he had not showed up at the Court- 
house, where it is customary for him to 
report for his duty at serving papers from 
the main office. Sheriff Troll, when seen 
in his office, said: ‘‘The conduct of Budde 
was unwarranted and irregular, and I shall 
certainly punish him for it. I shall not do 
anything, however, until he has had a hear- 
ing. As soon as he comes in I will let him 
tell his side of the story,-and then decide 
what to do. There was no excuse for his 
conduct, as far a8 I can judge now. 

“Capt. Huebler gave him a good lecture 
yesterday afternoon, and I suppose it did 
him some good, He has no business about 
the Four Courts at all. He belongs down 
here. I do not think he was drunk because 
he is, as a rule, a sober man.”’

BURNS PROVE FATAL. 


Pneumonia Sets In and Lingeman Dies 
at the Hospital.
